Heiss son of the late 
Secretary Trenboim of the Treasury of the South- 
ern Confederacy, and was brought into prominence 
lately by bis address before numerous bankers’ 
conventions on the silver question and nis writings 
on the same subject, which have attracted wide 
attention, one paper having been read atme bank- 
ers’ meeting in Chicago.

[Mr. Lyman is a Connecticut man, and entered 
the army early in the War as a corporal in the 
Fourteenth Connecticut Infantry. Just before the 
battle of Fredericksburg] a competitive examina- 
tion was held, and Corporal Lyman was among 
those named for promotion, receiving the commis- 
sion of Second Lieutenant in Fevruary, 1863, when 
he was assigned to the command of a company.

Senator Cullom today added anotber 
chapter to the compilation of precepts and 
precedents now berg made by the Senate for 
the benefit of the Executive and the intorma- 
tion of the people.

The refusal of the Attorney-General to furnish 
the pu pers called for by the Senate was a denial of 
the right of the Senate to inquire into the manage- 
ment of a public oe. The Attorney-Genera! was 
an officer of the law. His duties were defined by 
law, and it was his duty to obey the law whether it 
cost him his office or not. The prominent fact was 
thag when either branch of Congress bad called for 
any information it had usually been furnished, and 
that in the exceptional cases in which it had not 
been the refusal was not based on the constita- 
tional prerogative of the President. When the 
President suspended Duskin he did it under the 
Tenure-of-Office act.

President used the law in suspending men from 
office, and then ina volunteer message intimated 
that the Senate was attempting to interfere 
with his high and mighty prerogative as 
Chief Executive. Verily, consistency was 
not 1 je wel conspicuously worn in 
these days of “Jeffersonian simplicity.’’ 
The importance or relevancy of papers must be 
judged by their substance, The irrelevaney of the 
bypothetical letters suggested by Mr. Kenna was 
apparent.

THE CHINESE OUTBRAGES, 


Morrow's Bill Postponed in Committee 80 
as to Take Up the Recommendations of 
the President's Message. 

Wasninoerton, D. C., March 16.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs today by a close 
vote (7 to 6) postponed the consideration 
of the Morrow Chinese bill, and will in- 


stead take up the President's message reo- 
ommending the payment of indemnity to China 
for outrages perpetrated on Chinese subjects 
in this country. The Chairman (Mr. Belmont), 
why cast the deciding vote, declared bimseif 
opposed to the Morrow bill on the ground of 
its be @ violation of treaty obligations. 
The question came up on a motion by Mr. 
Phelps to postpone the consideration of the 
Morrow bili until after the consideration of 
such a measure as should give effect to 
the suggestions in the President's mes- 
sage that lexisiation would be required 
to settle the complications with the Chinese 
Government growing out of the destruction of 
the lives and property of Chinese subjects. A 
long discussion ensued, in which all of the 
members of the committee took part. The 
Republican members voted for the postpone- 
ment, and with the aid of two Democratic votes 
—those ot Messrs. Belmont and Worthington-- 
succeeded in carrying tneir point. The argu- 
ments used by the Republicans in the discus- 
sion were that where so many kindred matters 
were uoder consideration, matters embodied 
in four or five bills, notably those of Messers. 
Fenton and Henley and Senator Mitchell, it 
would be idle to treat the general subject in 
piecemeal, and to report (as most probably 
would be the case) in favor of the Morrow 
bill, which was the mildest of all the measures 
proposed and not likely to satisfy any one. It 
was further urged that it would be illogi- 
eal to consider and report the Morrow 
bill, which looked only to an  infrac- 
tion of treaty obiigauons, when the committee 
would be called upon afterwards to consider 
the Henley bill, which briefly proposed the ab- 
rogation of the treaty in its entirety. The Re- 
publicans also spoke in the interest of Secre- 
tary Bayard’a diplomacy, which, Mr. Phelps 
said, the Democrats seemed rather to ignore or 
despise. He was now left to wake a settlement 
with a foreign Powerin a matter of the great- 
est delicacy—to satisfy China for the 
murder of some scores of her ent 
zens. To propose now any legislation 


not calculated to appease the Chinese mind 


would. only add fsh complications to the 
treatment of the main subject at the State 
Department. The legislation proposed was not 
caiculated to induce the Chinese Government 
to accept measures of compromise and fair 
redress, ut were measures which would 
certainly aggravate the feelings of ani- 
2 and hostility which already exist- 
ed. Under these circumstances it was thought 
to be unjust to the Secretary of. State that 
these measures should be taken up until the 
bands of the Secretary were loosened by the 
accomplishment of something in the direction 
of satisfying the claims for indemnity which 
China bad presented, 

PORTLAND, Ore., March 16.—Mayor Gates 
called a meeting of citizens for 2 o'clock this 
afternoon at the court-house for the purpose 
of considering the alarming growth of lawles- 
ness consequent upon the agitation of the 
question of unlawfully driving out the Chi- 
nese. . The call concluded as follows: 

It seems to be high time for all good people to 
come out and show the disreputable outiaws that 
the local authorities will be sustained by the peo- 
pie and that law and order must and will de main- 
tained in Portland. 

At the meeting the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, by the citizens of Portland, in mass- 
meeting assembied, That it is our duty to uppold 
law and order in this community, and that we will 
sustain and aid the legal authorities in maintain- 
ing the same; that we will maiptain and sustain 
the fundamental principles of liberty and humani- 
ty as adopted by the founders of the Repubiic; that 
a man has an inalienable right to life, liberty, 
and the vursuit of happiness, and that these are 
énherent rights of which no one can unlawfully 
be deprived, and that we will not allow any one to 
be prevented, through violence or intimidation, 
from working a livelihood or to be driven from 
house or home; und we pledge our means, and if 
necessary our lives, to uphoid these principles, 
and will do-all in our power to bring condign pun- 
ishment on any and all who may be found engaged 
in riotous and un awful conduct. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this meeting ap- 
point a committee of fifteen, whose duty it shall be 
to consult with the proper authorities and adopt 
such lawful measures, as they may deem advisable 
under the circumstances to the end that peace and 
good order may prevail. 

The anti-Chinese agitators also met and 
passed a series of buncombe resolutions, declar- 
ing the city and county in a state of perfect 
peace; that all attempts to incite one class 
ot the community against another is inimical 
to good order, and promising to ald in putting 
down lawlesuess, and concluding by declaring 
that the Chinese must go. The crowd indorsed 
the action of the * Anti-Cooly Congress” of 
Feb. 18 in boycotting the Daily Oregonian, giv- 
ing as a reason that, except ror the bold stand 
taken by the On gontan, the Chinese would 
have been driven out longago. The Oregonian 
tomorrow will, if possible, be bolder in its defi- 
ance of the mob and its battle for law and order 
than ever.

A BLOODLESS BATTLE BETWEEN. 


STRIKERS AND OFFICERS, 


® Struggle for the Possession of «a 
Freight - Train — Vice-President Hoxie 
Declines to Confer with the Knight 
The Latter Victorious in East St. Louis. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 16.—(Special,|-—-At 4 
o’clock today the authorities and the strikers 
came into collision at Benton, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, and although several shots were fired no 
one was hurt. At 38:15 o'clock the Missouri 
Pacific sent out the first train of the day—ex- 
cept the mails—the K ira wood accommodation. 
The train proceeded as far as Benton Station, 
in St. Louis County, where it was seized by a 
number of strikers and a mob of 200 sym- 
patbizers. They sidetracked the train and 
were at work disabling the engine when Sheriff 
Allen and posse arrived on the scene. 
He ordered the men to leave the train and 
premises of the railroad company, but they re- 
fused. He reiterated his order, and the men 
not obeying the posse undertook to remove 
them, and in the excitement they fired a half- 
dozen shots, but mostly in the air. The men 
then left the train and it was taken back to the 
city. The Knights here state that the men 
who started the trouble at Kenton do not be- 
long to the organization, and that they have no 
knowledge of any Knights taking part in the 
trou ble.

Yesterday some po- 
son was thrown into Taggart’s water-barrel 
and one married woman and two littie giris 
were poisoned and now lie in a critical condi- 
tion. 

Austin, Tex., March 16.—(Speciai.|—The 
publication this morning that a woman and 
two little girls were poisoned by boycotters 
and strikers at Fort Worth yesterday produced 
intense indignation among all ciasses of citi- 
gens here today. Public sentiment is settmg 
in strongly against strikers and Knights of 
Labor. Aby general boycotting would, it is 
thought, render lives of prominent Kuaights 
here unsafe, 

PaLEstTine, Tex., March 16.—In the District 
Court today the Missouri Pacific Raliroad Com- 
pany filed a petition iu a suit against 104 mem- 
bers of the Knights of Labor, alleging that 
they, togetner with about 100 more, had con- 
spired to prevent the running of trains 
over the International & Great Northern 
Road and the proper working and man- 
agement of the railroad shops; that 
tney were not employés of the company, but 
were trespassers who assembied on the prem- 
ises of the company, and by dint of persuasion 
and intimidation prevented those io the em- 
ploy of the company trom discharging their 
duties; and that by their interference, etc., the 
company had been damaged $100,000. The pe- 


tition closes with a prayer for an injunction 


against the defendants, which was granted. 

Fort Worts, Tex., March 16.—United States 
Marshal Cahill, with ten deputies, came up to- 
day. He swore in some thirty special deputies, 
among them engineers.

IOWA’S LAWMAKERS, 


A Stringent Act to Protect the Dairy Inter- 
ests—Democratic Members Censure Presi- 
dent Cleveland for Hig Action on the Land 
Question. 

Des Moines, Ia., March 16.—[Special.}]—The 
Legislature has shown a special carnestness in 
preventing the adulteration of dairy products 
and more petiuons from the people have been 
receiyed on this than on any other subject. 
Today the Senate passed on third reading the 
committee substitute for the Robinson Dill, 
In its protection of Iowa's large dairy inter- 
ests it is very sweeping and stringent. It 
calls imitation butter and imitation cheese 
anything made in the semblance of those ar- 
ticles from anything but pure milk or cream, 
and then it proceeds to ordain the penal- 
ties for any attempt to treat the bogus 
like the genuipe article. It requires ail 
manufacturers of bogus butter or chesse to 
mark by branding or stenciling every such 
package in large letters an inch and a half 
long and halt au inch wide. It subjects to pen- 
alty shippers or carriers who send or trans- 
port any bogus products unless marked as des- 
i and imdoses the same penalties on 
dealers who offer the fraud article for 
sale without making known its character. It 
requires that all botel or boarding-house keep- 
ere who use oleomargarine or any other bogus 
dairy product shall hanga placard upon it 
telling what itis. In order to make these pro- 
visions effectual it provides for the appoint 
ment of a State Dairy Commissioner at a sal 
ary of $1,800. Heis to secure as far as possi- 
bie the enforcement of the act and is to bave 
power to summon witnesses and exercise other 
judicial powers.

THE NIGHT MEETING. 


Brother Jones Defines Repentance and 
Tells How to Go About It. 

The main floor and the east and west gal- 
leries of the rink were well filled last evening, 
the only uncrowded portions dt the structure 
being the private boxes at the north and south 
ends, though even these were fairly-well oc- 
cupied. The Rev. Dr. Henson condacted the 
meeting, offered prayer, and read Psalm LI. 
In connection with the announcements the 
Rev. Mr. Bland remarked that some ot the 
private boxes were still unsold. A number of 
persons, if so disposed, could combine ana buy 
one of these hoxes for $64 for the remainder 
of the meetings, or two chairs in a box for $16. 
He also .remarked that ‘the private contribu- 
tion-boxes about the hall had been 
averaging about 45 cents daily until 
today, when they gave up $13. The 
collection at the ladies’ meeting in the morn- 
ing amounted to $92, which was far in excess 
of the contribution at any preceding day meet- 
ing. With this to incite the audience he hoped 
for an evening contribution of $100. Dr. Hen- 
son read a request for prayer from a wife in 
behalf ‘wf her husband who had fallen away 
from the truth, ana the Rev. Dr. Keanard fol- 
lowed in prayer. The choir and congregation 
sang There isa fbuntain filled wich blood,” 
after which Brother Jones spoke, in substance, 
as follows: 

If we confess our sins He is faithful, just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness. 

This is an epitome of the human side of the 
Gosvel, ana bere is one preacher that has very 
little to do with any side of the Gospel except 
the human side. If I attend to my business, 
and get you to attend to yours, I am not un- 
easy about the Lord attending to His. Many a 
preacher in this world ie fishing on the Divine 
side of the ship. There's nobody around there 
but God, and I am sure He won't bite at our 
hooks. You can put that down. Many a 
man site on a tussock on the banks of 
the sea of sin and death the year round 
and never gets a nibble. What is the matter? 
He better see if he is fishing on the right side, 
and, secondly, better overhaul bis bait. Some- 
thing is wrong. Lord, hbeip every 
preacher in this world to cast his net on the 
human side of theship. There's where the fish 
are, brethren. If you want to catch them just 
drop your net on that side. 

THE HUMAN SIDE OF THE GOSPEL. 

There is a human side as well as a divine side 
to the Gospel, just as truly as there is a human 
side and a divine side to farming. There isn't 
an old, iazy farmer in this country but what 
wants to swap sides with God. He wants to 
rain and shine, and God to do the sowing, and 
the plowing, and the hoeing. |Laugbter.| And 
be wonders why in the economy of the uni- 
verse the thing was not changed that 
way. Now he would rain and shine with a 
vengeance, wouldo’t he, if the Lord should 
turn itoverto him. If the Lord turned over a 
June cloud to one of these od farmers he 
would burn the worla upewith the electricity, 
and 1 reckon he would thunder big, wouldn't 
he? [Lauguter.] A human being has no more 
business on the divine side of the Gospel than 
a farmer bas on the divine side of farming. 
Brother, you let the Lord rain and shine on 
your farm and you do tue work. In the ques- 
won of. salvation let you and I do the 
confessing and repenting and let the 
Lord do the renewing and the 
blessing and the saving. So many 
of us preachers are preaching Le must be 
born again ’’—preaching it to mixed audiences. 
I would as soon bring a mountain to a fellow, 
grease it, and tell him to swallow it. Down 
with it, oid fellow.) Laughter.] When Christ 
announced that grand truism—He announced 
it but once and to one man—He announced it 
forever and to all men. But let us not attempt 
to explain what Jesus Himself did not attempt 
to explain. If lean get you to work up your 
part on the human side, theu, as sure as God is 
just and pure, He will do His work on the 
other side of the question. He has promised 
us a seed-time anc harvest. Now, you 
etick to your hoe, and you will and He is true. 
Repentance to a man in this worid in his rela- 
tions towards eternity is just exactly what the 
alfabet ig to a man of letters—he can’t get 
along without it. The first thing 1 ever did re- 
ligiously in my life was to repent, and I have 
been repenting every day since I started, and 
about the last thing I ever want to do is to get 
down with a good, hearty repentauce before 
God and go to Heaven a poor sinner saved by 
grace. I like that way of going to Heaven. 
David was u man after God's 
own heart. Why? Because de was 
so good? No. Because be wasa first-class 
repenter. You show me a man who is a good 
repenter, and I will show you @ man that re- 
cuperates from bis falls and runs on. Repent- 
ance is the bounce that is in a fellow, and 
every Christian on his way to God ought fo be 
an ludia-rubber ball; every time he falls he 
ought to bounce higher than before he fell. 
Human pefection does not consist 80 much in 
never having done wrong, asin the power of 
recuperation from wrong-doing. 

He told of Brother George Smith, a theolo- 
gian with a bie O in the middie laurhter], 
who preached on repentance at Milledgeville, 
Ga., and drew an analogy between legal re- 
pentance and evangelical repeutance, “ split- 
ting a hair a mile long to get at the difference 
between them. A man couid get 50 cents 
a hundred for splitting rails but couldn't get 10 
cents @ million for splitting hairs, and Mr. 
Jones didn’t know why any one wanted to go 
into this businessfor. A grand old Methodist, 
Uncle John Kuigut, sat away back in church 
and became utterly disgusted, so he gut up 
and said, George. will you sit down and 
let me tell these people what repent- 
ance is?” George said Tes,“ and sat down. 
Uncle John got up and walked up the aisle 
limping, saying: Iam going to Hell, I am 
gomg to Heil, lam going to Hell.“ When he 
got up near the pulpit be turned around and 
walked back, saying: “I am going to Heaven, 
I am goim to Heaven.“ Now, said Mr. Jones, 
you got it. There is but one morai road in the 
universe, and every man is in that road. It 
ain't who are you? but which way are you go- 
ing?

THE EIGHT-HOUR MOVEMENT. 

The various labor organizations of the city 
inaugurated their eight-hour campaign with 
a large public meeting Monday evening last, 
and in the resolutions which were adopted 
invite dispassionate discussion of the ques- 
tion. It may be said in passing that the 
question is not a new one and has been fre- 
quently discussed.. The demonstration Mon- 
day evening recalls a similar one in 1866, 
when the labor organizations of the city had 
their great street parades and meetings end- 
ing in similar demands to those which are 
now advanced. The resuit was then that 
manufacturers suspended until the rates of 
wages could be adjusted. This course was 
imperative because the eight-hour movement 
was confined to u few of the chief cities, and 
to have paid ten hours’ wages for eight 
hours’ work, as then demanded, would have 
exposed them to being undersold elsewhere, 
where the short-hour high-pay system was 
not in effect, as well as to the transfer of 
business to those places. 

This time the leaders of the labor organ! 
zations hope to avoid this obstacle by making 
the movement as universal as possible and 
thus prevent a general transfer of business 
to suburbs of cities and to neighboring towns, 
but this is a larger area than they can cover. 
As they are bent upon the trial, however, 
and as they have invited discussion, 
it may be well to ask them if 
they have thoroughly, thought ont and 
considered the effect of what they want to 
do. As to the matter of wages, there seems 
to be aconflict of opinion, some urging that 
for the present they should take eight-hour 
wages and look for an advance hereafter, 
and others that they should now have ten 
hours’ wages for eight hours’ work. Have 
they stopped to think that the difference of 
20 per cent in wages on the cost of production 
and price of goods is enormous, and especial- 
ly so in labor establishments using highly 
developed labor-saving machinery, where the 
short working time of the laborers is of small 
account as compared with the idleness of the 
machinery ? If there were a reduction of 20 
per cent in wages to correspond with the re- 
duction in time, there would be less tend- 
ency on the part of capital to resist their 
demands. But bave they paused to think 
that the machinery is stopped also? ‘There 
can be no improvement in wages without a 
corresponding improvement in the ‘business 
that pays the wages, and it is impossible to 
force wages up beyond the ability of the em- 
ployer to pay them. If they should put 
wages up on shortened time, involving 
shortened production, who is to pay them ? 
Upon whom is the loss to fall ? 

There is another side to this question of 
still more importance. The leaders of this 
movement base their action almost entirely 
upon the theory that the reduction of the 
hours of labor to eight will have the effect 
to better the condition of the wage-classes by 
giving employment to more men. Their 
theory is that there will be an immediate de- 
mand for the labor of one-fifth more men, 
women, and boys, assuming that the employ- 
ment of labor is running at full head and 
there is as much production as now obtains 
at the dearer cost of the same. This would 
give work, they say, to a million more labor- 
ers In the United States now alleged to be 
idle.

But assuming that there are a million of un- 
employed wanting to work, are the four mill- 
ions now receiving the same wages as the 
hive will hereafter be ready and willing to 
contribute to the support of the alleged un- 
employed one million? Can every four men 
reduce their own wages so as to allow of the 
hiring the fifth and meet their expenses ? 

Have they stopped to think what will be 
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spare at once u million artisans, representing 
with their families 5,000,000 persons, She 
has 850,000,000 inhabitants, mostly poor, 
erowded into a territory only of the 
size of the United States, with its 60,- 
000,000, Now, have the eight-hour Knights 
of Labor considered what will happen after 
they have carried out their scheme? Al- 
though three-fourths of them are foreigners 
themselves they are opposed to foreign labor 
here as an organization, but as individuals 
it is only human nature that they 
should urge their brothers, cousins, and rela- 
tives in Europe to come when there is a 
chance for work. Do they remember the 
labor beom of 1880 and how it was broken 
down by the 460,000 foreign laborers who 
poured over here that very year, and the 
670,000 the next year, and 790,000 in 1883? 
If they are successful in their movement and 
inaugurate another labor boom, can they look 
for any different result? Will they not be 
speedily submerged by the floods of laborers 
who will peur into this country? 


THE CINCINNATI ELECTION 
GERY. 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette prints. 
& facsimile of one of the pages of the loose 
papers which were used by the Democratic 
election judges to complete the record of al- 
leged yotes in Precinct A of the Fourth 
Ward, and for refusing to give up which to 
the inspection ot the Legislature Dalton was 
recently jailed. The facsimile shows why 
Dalton did not like to give up the papers and 
why the Democrats did not want them pho- 
tographed. y are very tell-tale papers.

The names themselves carry with them the 
proofs of the forgery.

This done, the other 
three frauds can be bounced at once, as there 
will be a tie in the Senate, leaving the. cast- 
ing vote in the hands of the plucky Lien- 
tenant-Governor, who.will not be slow in ex- 
ercising it.

THE SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD 
STRIKE, 

The United States Marshals report the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad, where the strike 
began, now open from end to end and trains 
running in both directions. The road is in 
the hands of a receiver and is protected by 
the United States Court. Meanwhile all the 
roads belonging to the Southwestern Gould 
system and not in the hands of the United 
States Courts remain blocked, and, with the 
exception of the bankrupt Texas & Pacific, 
the entire carrier system of the Southwest 
continues at a standstill. To put the facts 
in another form: Trains are running as 
usual on the Texas & Pacific, where the 
trouble originated and the strike was begun, 
but traffic is entirely suspended on the other 
roads, where, so far as the public is in- 
formed, there was no trouble and no thought 
of an outburst until after the difficulty on 
the Texas road. Now that the road on 
which the trouble began is in full operation 
it is hard to understand why the sympathetic 
derangement should continue on other lines 
where the men had no original cause of com- 
plaint, or at least expressed nothing of the 
kind. What do the strikers expect to gain 
by blocking other lines when the. offending 
road has resumed traffic under the protection 
of the courts? What was the cause or pur-

At the outset the strikers said their pur- 
pose was to bring their powers of coercion to 
bear on the other roads (and on the public)

Pacific, being à bankrupt concern, was in the 
hands of che Federal Courts, and the strikers 
must see by this time that they are wholly 
unable to coerce the authorities of the United 
States Government. After the strike on the 
Texas & Pacific was fully developed Judge 
eee of the United States Circuit Court 

an order putting the line in the hands 
of the United States Marshal and directing 
him to reopen it atonce, The Marshal ap- 
pointed a large number of deputies, armed 
them with Winchester rifles, and is now 
Able to report trains moving as usual. No 
kind of interference with the road is tolerat- 
ed.

court. The strikers have failed to accom- 
plish their expressed purpose, and by remain- 
ing out they can only starve themselves and 


| families without the slightest prospect of 
| being able to dictate the management of & road 
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at the cost of strengthening the demand for 
laws that will punish such outbreaks as con- 
spiracies against the public. The Southwest- 
ern strike was frivolous in its origin, and it 
is already shown that so far as the employés 
are concerned its cannot be attained. 
Every day that it is prolonged only adds to 
the probability that railroad employés will 
nat be left free to engage in such revolts in 
the future, .The people are not willing to 
accept the doctrine that bankrupt roads in 
the hands of the United States Courts are the 
only ones that can be kept open to the use of 
the public. It may not be long before 10,000 
men desiring to engage in a dog-fight with 
their corporate employers on account of a 
trifling and contemptible dispute between two 
men must do so without blocking trade and 
traffic on public highways. It would bea 
good thing to have back of all railroads the 
same power which has recently opened the 
Texas & Pacific. 


SOME OF SAM JONES’ MISTAKES. 
In his last Sunday night discourse to men 
Mr. Sam Jones tell into divers and sundry 


errors thro misinformahon when discussing 


the so-called license system of Chicago. He 


is reported as saying: 

The sin of intemperante! Why talk bere 
about temperance? Why name this virtue with 
4.000 barroms strung out all over the city? 
When the Mayor and Aidermen of Chicago 
walk up to these barrodms and say, Give us 
$500 apiece and you may doom this great city, 
and drenob it with ruin, and send it down to 
Hell,“ every dollar you get for license makes 

ou particeps criminis in the whole business. 

ut you say: * With this money we can fix up 
our streets.“ I would rather my wife and 
chi.dren would walk in the mud to the house 
of God than pave the streets at the price of 
damnation. . 

This is rather intemperate language, to say 
the least, besides being very inaccurate and 
misleading. In the first place, the number 
of “barrooms” in this city at present is 
3,891, or fewer by 609 than Mr. Jones asserted. 

Second It is true each one pays a tax to 
the city of $500, but before the Harper bill 
was passed three years ago, when the tax 
was low, there were 8,706 saloons in 
Chicago, or 315 more than at present. At 
that time there were just about 600,000 in- 
habitants in the city, or one saloon under 
„low license” for every 168 persons. There 
are now fully 675,000 inhabitants, and one 
saloon to each 200 inhabitants. Had the 
Harper bill” not been enacted, which Mr. 
Jones so bitterly condemns, the number of 
“‘barrooms strung out ail over this city ” 
would be, on the former ratio of one for every 
163 persons, not less than 4,166, or 775 more 
saloons than at present. It is clear there- 
fore that the high tax has been prohibitory 
to that extent. 

Tulrd—Mr. Jones seems to argue that if 
no tax was imposed on the saloons there 
would be none in Chicago! He tries to con- 
vey the idea that it is the $500 tax that 
creates the saloons, whereas the record 
shows that when the tax was merely nom- 
mal ($52 a year) there was a ‘‘ barroom” 
for every 143 inhabitants, whereas under a 
$500 tax there is now only one place of that 
sort to each 200 people in the city. 

Fourth—Mr. Jones’ fundamental error con- 
sists in supposing that it is the license tax 
that gives the privilege of selling liquor in 
Chicago, when in fact the.vending of liquor 
ts a conimon law fight; as the Supreme 
Court of [Illinois has declared. It 
the State license laws were repealed 
any man would have the right to 
sell liquor without .let or hindrance. 
To prevent the sale of alcoholic beverages 
requires statutory enactments, the machinery 
of courts, the assistance of grand and petit 
jurors, and a local public sentiment strong 
enough to enforce the prohibitory stat 
utes. Chieago has no such public sen- 
timent and never had. Chicago, like 
every other city and tuwn in Illinois, has 
the local option to try prohibition if she 
wants it; but the trouble is she don’t want 
it, but is opposed to it by fully nine-tenths 
majority of all her votes. Mr. Jones seems 
not to knoW that three-quarters of the whole 
adult population of Chicago are of European 
birth and breeding, and prohibition is not 
now and never has been the law of any Eu- 
ropean nation. With few exceptions all men 
are brought up in drinkimg habits 
in that quarter of the world, and 
that has deen the universal prac- 
tice there from immemorial ages, And 
if we estimate the population of American 
parentage as one-quarter of the whole num- 
ber, it is fair to say that not one-half of this 
quarter—or less than one-eighth of all— 
believe. in the theory of prohibition, 
while an almost inconsiderable num- 
ber imagine that its enforcement in 
a city like Chicago is _ practicable. 
Fiery declamations by Mr. Jones will not 
change the bibulous habits of the half-million 
of Europeans here in Chicago or make the 
other 275,000 solid“ for prohibition. 

Lastly—The revenue derived from the par- 
tially prohibitory tax on liquor-selling in Chi- 
cago not only fixes up our streets,” but sup- 
ports our police force and police courts, who 
look after the saloons and their intemperate 
patrons. 


AN IOWA ARBITRATION SCHEME, 

Senator Wovlson has introduced in the 
Iowa Senate a bill to create a State board of 
arbitration with compulsory powers in set- 
tling disputes where a large number of em- 
ployés are concerned and one side offers to 
arbitrate the points at issue. The clause 
fixing the number has not been filled in yet, 
but it is obviously intended to apply the com- 
pulsory method only to railroads and other 
large employers of labor, No distinction, 
however, is made between public and private 
business, and the enforced system would 
apply to a strike in a factory or in a coal- 
mine as well as on a railroad. The arbitra- 
tors—five in numbes—are to be appointed by 
the Governor under regulations intended to 
secure a fair representation for both capital 
and labor, and are to be confirmed by 
the Senate, the conservative branch of 
the lawmaking power. There are to be 
‘no local or tempotary boards, but a central 
organization holding for a axed term. In 
cases coming within its jurisdiction the 
board will have the same authority as a court 
and its decisions can be enforced by injunc 


om

years, and pass on all cases arising in the 
district that come within the terms of the 
arbitration law. Either the employer or the 
employé may compel the other party to come 
into court, and the decisions rendered are as 
authoritative as those of any other judicial 
tribunal, An unwilling party may be forced 
to put in an appearance and to accept a ruling 
made against him. As a matter of fact, 
however, the French arbitration courts ren- 
der formal judgment in not more than one 
case out of ten, and the others are com- 
promised. Before proceeding to a trial the 
arbitrators make every effort to conciliate the 
parties, and 90 per cent of the cases are de- 
termined in this manner. The court is di- 
vided into two chambers, the first being de- 
voted to conciliation and the second to en- 
forced judgments. -The jurisdiction of these 
courts does not extend to all labor troubles; 
they have not been able to save France from 
prolonged and disastrous strikes, but they 
have averted a great deal of difficulty and 
proved highly satisfactory among a 
naturally bureaucratic and accustomed to 
Government intervention in private affairs. 
The arbitration court proposed in Iowa has 
a strong resemblance to the French tribunals, 
but sentiment in this country is not prepared 
tor the compulsory system in private affairs. 
Senator Woolson’s general plan for con- 
stituting a State board of arbitration is ex- 
cellent, but his bill would be improved by 
extending the jurisdiction of the court so as 
to cover all labor troubles of any importance 
and at the same time making this method of 
settlement optional with private parties. 
The compulsory features should be applied 
only to common carriers and their employés 
whose private disputes paralyze and damage 


| public interests. The proposed bill might 


well be stronger in this respect. While the 
act furnishes a remedy for the grievances of 
persons employed on public transportation 
lines, it ought to provide a specific penalty 
for all who reject this means of relief and 
conspire to block the railroad highways and 
interrupt travel and traffic. Practically Sen- 
ator Woolson’s system would apply in lowa 
only to the great railroad corporations and 
the coal-mine operators, but the distinction 
between voluntary and enforced arbitration 
should not depend on the magnitude of the 
business, but on the question whether it is 
of a quasi-public or of a strictly private 
character. 


Tue extract from the latest issue of thé 
Mark Lane Express, published in our col- 
umns of yesterday, presents a very dreary 
view of the wheat situation in England. It 
is perhaps open to the suspicion of being a 
little overdrawn, as the paper is well known 
to be the recognized organ of the British 
farmer, which means that most of its news 
is in his interest or intended to be so. The 
statement that English wheat continues to 
undersell foreign equivalents 5@10 shillings 
per quarter” is probably a mistake of trans- 
mission, the difference being that number of 
pence instead of shillings. Still, even with 
that correction, the case for the British farmer 
is evidently a bad one. The price named as 
the average of last week’s sales of English 
wheat is equal to only 8944 cents per bushel 
of sixty-two pounds, or 86% cents for the 
weight of sixty pounds which passes with us 
for one bushel. The price averages a little 
lower than it otherwise would do.because of 
the dampness of a good deal of the wheat 
sold last week, but even that fact only ex- 
poses another tint of shadow in the gloomy 
picture—the farmer being obliged to sell. It 
seems that the alterations which have been 
extensively made in the milling machinery 
of the United Kingdom within the last few 
years actually form a discrimination against 
the home-grown grain, as the roller process 
is found to be better adapted to the making 
of flour from the foreign than the native 
article. The British farmer is indeed an 
object of pity, though not of the kind that 
involves contempt.

THE PROGRESS ABROAD OF THE SENTIMENT 
IN FAVOR OF SILVER.

Second Night of the German:Opera—“ Lo- 


hengrin. 

From “Rienzi” to “Lohengrin” is a very 
long step in the history of art, although 
in ‘point of chronology it measured only 
about six years. In that short period 
were composed “The Fiying Dutchman,” 
*“Tanphbiuser,” and then Lohengrin.“ 
The progress is something wonderful. “ Rien- 
zi,” along with many passages of surpassing 
beauty, contains many of little more than 
noise, and many others which are purely con- 
ventional. Tannhäuser and “The Fiying 
Dutchman” are more Wagnerian and more 
coherent. In Tannhäuser, nevertheless, 
there are still crudities. Many things in it 
are Wagnerian to the very essence; in other 
passages the conventional still holds sway. In 
** Lohengrin,” for the first time, is Wagner seen 
in hia true light. The exquisit ideality of this 
opera, as to its story, its music, and its scenic 
possibilities, makes it a thing apart. Like a 
Shakspearean drama it stands above every 
possible perfection of interpretation. It may 
well be doubtea whether in all the history of 
the past thirty-eight years of operatic repre- 
sentation, since “Lohengrin” was first 
out under Liszt's direction 
at Weimar, there has ever been a perfect 
Elsa or a perfect Lohengrin. The possibilities 
of these roles are beyond the powers of every 
artiet who has yet essayed them, although in 
these later years very many fine representa- 
tions of them have been seen. Hence it 
not a sin of the representation last night 
that it stopped short of Wagner's ideal. 
Frau Kraus-Seidl was Eles. In person and 
gifts she was not unsuitable. Her somewhat 
mature figure does not carry upon the face of 
it evidence of her having passed the time of 
life when engenue roles may be permitted 
a great artist. In point of fact, Frau 
Kraus appears to be 8 or there 
abouts. Her voice is a clear soprano, 
a shade tremulous, and at times conveying the 
impression ot being if not below the key, at 
least upon the lower edge of the pitch.

Mrs. Dr. Stockholm read a letter 
from Mrs, Virginia L. Minor of St. Louis, giv- 
ing a detailed account of the woman-suffrage 
case recently decided adversely by the Supreme 
Court of tne United States. The doctor in 
commenting on the case said one very impor- 
tant point bad not been raised—that of the 
State of Illinois refusing the fright of 
suffrage to women who had voted else- 
where and exercised all the rights of 
citizenship in other States. In conciuding her 
remarks she urged the women present to go 
to the poliing-places in the precincts in which 
they lived and ask to be registered. Some dis- 
cussion then ensued on the propriety of form- 
ing committees at once to begin the work of 
organizing the women in Cook County, and re- 
sulted in Mrs. Dr. Stockholm being placed at 
the head of acommittee to prosecute the 
movement.

We asked for the 
inv when we heard about the charge, and 
we will be able to show the world that we had no 
dishonorable connection in any form or manner in 
the concern.

THE TELEGRAPH QUESTION. 

A bill was introduced in the House today by 
Mr. Anderson of Kansas to amend the act to 
aid in the construction of telegraph lines ap- 
proved July 24, 1866. The act ie amended by 
the addition of various sections, which provide 
as foliows: 

That whenever the line of any telegraph com- 
pany which shall have accepted the provisions of 
this act shall have reached any telegraph station 
on the route of any land-grant railroad and tele- 
graph company it shall have the right to require 
that every message passing over its line to such 
telegraph station destined to some other telegraph 
station on ox beyond the route of such railroad and 
telegraph company shall be received and trans- 
mitted without discrimination of any kind as far as 
may be necessary over the telegraph lines upon 
such railroads. 


The bill further provides: 

That every telegraph company which shall have 
accepted the provisions of this act as hereinbefore 
provided shali be, and is hereby, prohibited from 
engaging in the collection or seliing of election 
news or Other news reports of the current events 
of the day, except quotations of stocks and com- 
mercial markets. 

Any willful neglect or refusal to comply with 
the provisions of thie act shall operate in each 
case as a forfeiture of a sum not less than $500 or 
more than $1,000, to be received by the Attorney- 
General in the name and for the benefit of the
